No Confirmation of the 
Reported Naval Battle 
at Apia. 


A Belief That the Il-Fateda 
American Ship is the 
Nipsic. 


The Navy and State Departments Discredit 
the Report—A Vessel, Bringing Samoan 
News, Due at San Francisco in a Few 
Days—The English Ministers’ Naval Pro- 
¢ramme—The Bank ef France Makes a 
Loan to the Comptelr @ Escompte—De- 
bate in the Canadian Parliament on the 
Reciprocity Question—Foreign News. 


Sam Francisco, Cal., March -8.—Great 
prominence is given by the papers bere to a 
rumor that an American man-of-war was 
sunk in Samoan waters in a fight with the 
German corvette Olga. While no credence 
is given to the report, the pubiication 
has occasioned a sensation, following the 
report from Kell, a few days ago, of a re- 
ported engagement. The fact that the name 
of the vessel alleged to have been sunk is 
omitted, addsto the disbelief in the report, 
but itis assumed that the vessel is the Nip- 
sic, Capt, Mullan, commanding. Capt, 
Schenck, Quartermaster United States Marine 
Corps, verifies the statement that the 
Olga was supplied with torpedoes, which is 
not the case with the three American war ves- 
sels dispatched to Samoa. The steamship 
Alameda of the Oceanic Line, which left bere 
for Australia February 9, touehed at Tutuila, 
southern island of the Samoan group, on 
February 25, and arrived at Auckland 
March 3. Had any engagement occurred 
at Apia, she would provably have learned of 
the fact at Tutalla and earried the news to 
Auckland, where the fact would have been 
cabied. Itis conceded that the information 
might not have reached Tutuila, as Apia is 
sevent y miles distant, in time for the Alameda 
to carry the news to Auckland. The steam 
ship Zollanda is due atthis port March 16, with 
news from Samoa down to March 2. 

THE REPORT DIGCREDITED. 

WASHINGTON, h 8,—The story of 
the engagement the German man-of- 
warandan American man-of-war in the har- 
bor of Apia, resulting in the sinking of the 
American vessel is generally discredited at the 
Navy Department. No information upon this 
subject has been received at the Department 
of State. There, asin the Navy Department, 
it is said that news of an event of such import 
ance would surely reach the United States at 
least as soon as a German sea coast city. The 
Nipsic was the only United States man-of-war 
at Samos prior to the ist instant, but it is be- 
lieved that the Trenton and the Vandalia, 
which sailed trom Honolulu early in February, 
reached Samoa about March 1. 


A Pretty Kettle of Fish. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch 

Lon pon, March 8.—The Ministers are in a 
pretty kettle of fish over the naval pro- 
gramme. It involves an annual increase of 
£1 645,000 on the £3,300,000 now spent in naval 


construction, or 80 per cent. The real signifi- 
cance of the scheme includes seventy ships 
to be built in four and one-half years to cost 
£21,500 ,000, instead of forty-seven ships ome 
£14,000,000. The Ministers proposed to sprea 
the payment for haif of these overten years, 
thus committing the next Parilament to the 
scheme. The opposition is vehement and will 

robably demand dissolution. Lord George 

amiiton, First Secretary of the Admiralty, 
and Admiral Hood, all opposed the new 
policy. Last year in their speeches, which 
now make Gladstone’s brief, the army esti- 
mates are increased £6,000,000 because of the 
new magazine rifles. 

THE BISMARCK ARTICLE, 

The Contemporary’s Bismarck article has 
been translated in Danish and German. The 
reply is attributed to the Prince of Coburg.

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ERICSSON DEAD. 


BEMARKABLE CAREER OF THE DESIGNER 
OF THE FAMOUS “MONITOR.” 


The Father of the Present System of Naval 
Construction Died at 86 Tears ot Age— 
He Invented a Saw. Mill When 11 Years 
Old—The Contemporary and Competitor 
of George Stephenson. 


the famous Swedish engineer, who designed 
the fronclad Monitor and launched her com- 
plete in 100 days, died this morning shortly 
after 12 o’clock. He had been ill for only one

to his advanced age Mr. Ericason failed to 
rally. The deceased was born on July 31, 1808, 
in the provipce of Wernland, Sweden. 


His Remarkable Life. 


John Ericsson, one of the most eminent 
marine architects and engineers of the age, 
was a graduate of the Swedish navy, which he 
entered as early as 1820. In the short 


space of BIX Tears he rose to 
the rank of captain. Hisjremarkable invent 
ive genius showed itself when as a mere boy 
11 years of age he constructed with his own 
hands and after a design of his own a min- 
lature saw mill. He also made numerous 
drawings of complicated machinery, 
which coming under the notice 
of Count Platen, a celebrated engineer of that 
day, attracted him to the boy, with the result 
— ws , Ericsson on the Count’s recom- 
mendation was appointed a Cadet in the 
Swedish corps of mechanical engineers. At 
14 years got age he had charge of 
600 soldier operatives in the construction of a 
canal. He then entered the Swedish regular 
army anc roserapidiy during his service of 
half adozen years. Capt. Ericsson resigned 
his commission in 1827 and devoted him- 
self to mechanical inventions. He 
roduced in rapid succession an 
nstrument for taking sea soundings; a hydro- 
static weighing machine and numerous other 
devices, including a tubular steam boiler and 
artificial draught by centrifugal fan-hbiowers. 
In his steamer Victory, built for the 
Engiish Navy, he made the first 
application to navigation of the 
principle of returning of condensing steam 
and returning the water to the boiler, and in 


= 
ep for 
the historical Liverpool & Manchester Rail- 
— prize. This engine was planned, built 
and placed onthe ground all within seven 
weeks’ time, and although it surpassed 
all others in lightness, elegance and 
speed, yet Stephenson’s famous Rocket“ 
proved superior in traction sand was 
awarded the prize. The four most important 
features introduced in the ‘‘novelty’’ are used 
in the locomotive.of the present day. Capt. 
Ericsson afterwards received the great goid 
medal of the Mechanics’ Institute of 
New York for a steam engine 
completed by him at this time. The link 
motion’’ for reversing locometive engines 
was invented by himin 1830. he re- 
alized his long cherished \plan of a 
‘‘ealoric engine“ which was hailed 
with amazement and delight by the 
mechanical world. Capt. Ericsson was 
awaried the Rumford gold and silver medais 
by the American Academy of Arts and Sei- 
ences for his improvements in the 
management of beat as shown in 
his Caloric engine. Under an order 
from the United States Navy Department, 
Capt. Ericsson completed in 1848 the celebrat- 
ed screw warsbip ‘‘Princeton’’ which on ac- 
count of its many new inventions is regarded 
as the pfoneer ot modern naval construction. 
The crowning achievement in Capt. Erics- 
son’s long and brilliant career was the 
designing and construction by bim in 100 days 
of the famous war ship ‘‘Monitor’’ in 1861 
for the Government of the United States. The 
‘*Monitor’’ was a partially submerged tiron- 
clad, which arrived in Hampton Roads March 
9 1862, ust in time to defeat and destroy 
the Confederate iron-clad Merrimac, which 
on the day preceding had created great havoc 
among the Government’s wooden fleet. But 
for the victory of the Monitor the result of the 
war might have been changed through Euro- 
pean interference. In 1869 Capt. Ericsson 
constructed a fleet of thirty-nine war 
ships for the Spanish Government. His latest 
war vessel, the Destroyer, was built in 1881. 
His Sun Motor, erected at New York in 1883, 
develops a steady power obtained from the 
mechanical energy stored up in the sun.

Fatile Attempts to Get Judge Noonan off the 


The contest for the nomination for Mayor 
seems to be warmer in the Democratic than in 


the Republican ranks. Among the Repub- 


licans the impression gains ground that D. P. 
Slattery hag the ~‘‘practical’’ politicians 
and be and his friends are making as little 
noise as possible in their work of organizing 
and solidifying their strength. The most in- 
fluential element against Mr. Slattery is the 
German vote, and on this and the support of 
the business men Col. James G. Butler and 
Mr. O. H. Sampson, Mr. Slattery’s leading 
opponents, count for victory. The contest is 
being conducted quietly and with little evi- 
Gence of ili-feeling between the candidates 
and their friends. The day of harmony, so 
much desired by Mr. Filley, seems to have ar- 
rived at last, and after the nominations here 
have been made there is little prospect of a 
bolt or yery much kicking. 

On the Democratic side the contest for first 
place seems to be between Allen and Noonan. 
A few Gays ago some of Allen’s friends tried 
to get Judge Noonan outof the way with an 
offer of the nomination for City Collector. 
While nothing definite has been known up to 
date as to the reception given the offer by the 
Judge, yet the presumption has been that it 
has been refused. A Post-DISPATCH reporter 
was informed by a very near friend of Mayor 
Allen that the offer of the Collectorship nom- 
ination had been made ag reported and had 
been positively and emphatically refused 
by Judge Noonan, who declared that 
he was after the first place on the ticket or 
none at all. The fact that a numberof Judge 
Noonan’s former political friends are now 
warm supporters of Mr. Allen severed a great 
many friendships of long standing and created 
considerable bad feeling. It was feared fora 
while that the contest would Decome so bitter 
that there would be danger of aeplit after the 
convention; but Judge Noonan was heard to 
remark a day or two ago that above ail things 
he was a Democrat and he and his friends, if 
defeated, could be counted on to stand by the 
reguiar nominee of the party. 

THE INDEPENDENT VOTE. 

As stated in 8 POsT- DISPATCH, the 
members of both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic City Central Committees fear most of all 
the nomination of an independent or citizens’ 
ticket.

HOW THEY WATCHED CROOKS. 


Inauguration Visitors Entered the Capital 
Surrounded by Police and Detectives. 

Detectives Lawler and Burke returned this 
morning from Washington, D. C., where they 
went to aid the authorities at the National 
Capital during the inauguration ceremonies. 
Both speak very highly of the treatment they 
received. ‘‘There were officers from nearly 
every section of the country there,’’ re- 
marked Lawler, ‘‘and we were all under Bob 


Pinkerton, who had some of hisown men there 
All told 1 — 1 there were twenty-five 
Visiting officers in the place. A great many 
arrests were made, and there were sixty-five 
crooks photographed. We only held them 
long enough to take their pictures. There 
were a large number of big crooks arrested 
the officers, and many of them were men 
had never seen before. Both old time crooks 
and new men justcoming into rominence 
were among those taken in by the officers. 
me members of the Whyo gan 
ork and other young crooks who have 
. — deen out this wa were 
atthe capital. Wehad men at the depots 
—— morning and every passenger who ar- 
rived had to pass between two lines of officers. 
In this way we could see every face and would 
pull the crooks right out of the line. As soon 
as the outside crooks learned that Pinkerton 
was there pursuing this policy they quit com- 
ing into Washington on trains, bnt would get 
off at some little station near by and reach the 
city by some othermeans. On Wednesday we 
shipped four wagon-loads of them out 
of the city. Officers from Baltimore 
and other points near boarded the trains with 
them and would not permit them to leave at 
their towns, so the men had to go through. 
This shipping of the crooks was kept up and I 
suppose there were in the neighborhood of 
sixty railroaded inthis manner. As in other 
cities, however, most of the men robbed 
were fellows who got drunk and went to sieey, 
on some door-step or — 12 The city 
was crowded with visitors and you had to pay 
big prices for very poor accomodations.’’

THE ANTBRACITE COAL COMPANIES 


Austin Corbin Requests Them to Fix Their 
Own Scale of Prices. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. é 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 8.—At the Read- 
ing Railroad office a prominent official said 
thatthe Presidents of all the anthracite pro- 
ducing companies have been asked by Presi- 
dent Corbin to adopta scale of prices them- 
selves and that it is quite possible that this 
plan for maintaining prices will be tried. 
„The coal trade is a monopoly, said this 
official: ‘‘Only a few companies have any 
hard coal, and weoughtto get a good price 
for it without any trouble.’’ 

President Corbin, according to another 
official, is of the opinion that the sale agents 


who sell on commission are not so anxious to 
maintain prices as they are to earn their com- 
missions, and believes that if imperative or- 
ders were issued by the Presidents, fixing 
rices from which the sales agents should not 
be permitted to deviate, better results could 
de obtained.
